Three dormant accounts 
totaling upwards of

Senate Bill #81 (S-81) is a a 
wide-ranging bill currently o 
being considered in the p 
Massachusetts State Senate, tl 
A similar bill (H-2420) also 1. 
is being considered in the r 
State House of Representa- e 
tives. The Senate bill would v 
mandate changes to local r 
zoning by-laws to allow c 
faster, denser development, a 
particularly for multi-family t 
housing. It would change t 
the way zoning by-laws are i 
amended and enforced. It t 
also would encourage a shift : 
of authority for land use 1 

planning from local control l 
to more regional control. i 
Among other specific 
provisions, the bill would: 

■ Require towns to allow 
dense, multi-family, market 
rate development as of right 
■ Require towns to allow 
accessory apartments in 
single family homes as of 
right. 

■ Create a program ot 
certifying communities that 
will encourage towns to 
establish policies to create 
more “workforce housing,” 
economic growth, and 
green development 
31 Provide benefits to 
^rtified communities,” 
including preferential con¬ 
sideration when providing 
state discretionary funds for 
infrastructure maintenance 
and development 
■ Require towns to create 
master plans, to update 
them on a regular basis, 
and to coordinate them 
with neighboring towns 
and regional planning 
agencies. 

■ Create a new class of 
subsidized housing for 
middle-income residents. 

■ Simplify the zoning 
variance and special 
permit processes. 

■ Make the process for 
adopting zoning changes 
less demanding. 

■ Open towns up to law¬ 
suits for zoning by-laws 
that do not meet certain 
state guidelines for hous¬ 
ing development 
The Forum began with 
each of the four panelists 
giving their thoughts on 
the bill. Senator O’Connor, 
who has voted against the 
bUl, stated that he believes 
it is time for zoning 
reform since the last 


major reform was in 1975- co 
However, he thinks that th; 
the bill in question is too co 
lengthy and too complex, re 
and attempts to make loi 

reforms with a one-size- da 
fits-all approach that is m 
not sensitive to the needs st 
of individual communi- hi 
ties. He thinks that the bill in 
has not been well vetted by ci 
the Commonwealth’s cities 
and towns, and the poten- o| 
tial economic, social, and ei 
cultural imparts have not a 
been well defined. He also qi 
thinks that much of the 0 
bill’s language is too broad b 
and vague, and would d 

encourage corresponding w 
law suits from developers ri 
seeking to take advantage o 
of its vagueness. 

Taking a different view, E 
both Representative E 

Meschino, who is listed p 
as one of the legislators c 
petitioning for the adop- t 
tion of the bill, and former p 
Selectman Bums, believe [ 
that the bill will promote ( 
economic development i 
through the production t 
of workforce housing < 

and the streamlining 1 

of the local permitting 
processes. They believe < 
that a certain amount of 
land use planning at the ' 
regional level, which is 
encouraged by the bill, 
will result in better and 
more coordinated regional 
development and growth, 
and that local communi¬ 
ties should be rewarded by 
the State for thinking and 
acting regionally; however, 
they both emphasized 
support for continuing to 
keep most land use plan¬ 
ning and zoning activities 
at the local level. 

Meschino also said that 
the bill needs significant 
fine-tuning; she noted 
that the accessory apart- 
. ment provision would be 
particularly controversial 
in her home town of Hull. 
She believes that the 
various Senate and House 
review committees will 
t eliminate S-8l’s less desir¬ 
able features and create a 
bill capable of wide public 
support. Meschino is also 
a co-sponsor of the related 
House bill, H-2420. 

Ms. Bums spoke from 
the perspective of a former 
Selectman, rather than 
as a planning or zoning 
jr expert. While supporting 
e the overall goals of the bill, 
she expressed a concern 
te about its length and com¬ 
plexity, and she wondered 
if it would be better to do 
small sections of the bill 
one at a time rather than 
the one comprehensive 
bill. She stated her belief 
that we all the need to 
think not just about our 
>. neighborhoods or towns 
as we consider these types 
of reforms, but also about 
our wider regional, state 
r and national communities 
s as well. 

Mr. Tondorf-Dick stated 
w- that in Hingham we 
already have everything 
the bill is trying to pro- 
»- mote, and that it didn’t 
happen by accident. He 
h pointed to the Hingham’s 
s Master Plan, and its 

i strong Zoning By-Law, 

lor, as effective tools that 
he have allowed reasonable 
res economic development 
while minimizing nega¬ 
tive impacts on the 


community. He believes 
that change should 
continue to be initiated, 
reviewed, and approved 
locally, and that new stan¬ 
dards and requirements 
mandated by regional or 
state authorities could 
have unintended adverse 
impacts on individual 
cities and towns. 

Following the panelists’ 
opening remarks, audi¬ 
ence members offered 
a number of detailed 
questions and comments. 

One questioner called the 
bill “a mess" and won¬ 
dered why the legislature 
wouldn’t seek to simplify, 
rather than complicate, 
our lives. 

Cohasset Planning 
Board member Clark 
Brewer expressed sup¬ 
port for joint planning 
efforts among neighboring 
towns; Senator O’Connor 
pointed to the Union Point 
project as a good example 
of multi-jurisdiction plan¬ 
ning efforts, and he noted 
that this project has pro¬ 
ceeded without the benefit 
of 1 the provisions of S-81. 

A local attorney 
expressed concern about 
the possibility of years 
of lawsuits that might 
be needed to clarify the 
new zoning rules, and 
Representative Meschino 
agreed that the bill needs 
improvement. One audi¬ 
ence member referred to 
S-81 as “Chapter 40B on 
steroids,” and wondered 
, how much the population 
of Hingham might grow 
as a result of this bill; none 
of the panelists would 
hazard a guess. 

Richard Merritt, former 
Norwell Selectman, 
said he thought it unfair 
to impose radical new 
requirements on mature 
communities like Nor¬ 
well or Hingham where 
residents understand their 
neighborhoods better than 
: regional or state agencies 
do. He thinks that there 
is a significant risk of loss 
in property values if S-81 
; is passed. Another audi¬ 
ence member expressed 
d concern about the hous¬ 
ing boom in Boston, 
and wondered whether 
;r encouraging more subur¬ 
ban housing would create 
an unsustainable housing 
bubble. 

11, Hingham resident Bon¬ 
nard Fage asked the last 
question of the evening, 
d While noting that Hing- 
> ham has experienced 
significant commercial 
i and residential growth 
over the past 15 years, he 
stated that our Zoning 
and Planning Boards have 
done a great job preserv¬ 
ing the character of our 
es community, and he asked: 
it “Why do we need zoning 
reform at all?” While the 
ies panelists each had differ¬ 
ent views on this question, 
cd it was clear that the 

discussion could continue 
well past the library clos¬ 
ing time.

remaining $5,200 belongs 
to the account belonging to 
CEA. 

Although it remains 
unclear when these 
funds were accrued, each 
account has been accu¬ 
mulating interest each 
year the monies remain 
tied up at the town level. 
Kierce has been pushing 
the issue behind the scenes 
with Town Manager Chris 
Senior, who has been more 
than open to discussing and 
resolving the issue at hand, 
he said. 


In the past, Cohas¬ 
set taxpayers were given 
the opportunity to make 
voluntary donations on 
their tax bill although the 
town had not adopted the 
actual chapter of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts General Laws 
associated with making 
these donations. This 
allowed for donations to 
accumulate while town offi¬ 
cials were left without the 
proper means to access the 
funds. 

Since then, the donation 
boxes have been removed 
from the tax bill. But now, 
both the School Committee 
and Elder Affairs are seek¬ 
ing access to these funds.

Town officials must 
decide whether adopting 
this chapter of Massachu¬ 
setts General Laws is the 
best way to access these 
funds. 

Both Senior and Finance 
Director Mary Gallagher 
have been made aware of 
this issue regarding the 
dormant accounts in recent 
past, according to Kierce. 
The topic was slated for 


discussion at the previous 
Town Meeting, although 
never touched upon. 

“I’ve been pushing the 
town for a year and a half 
to have the funds released 
for their intended use or 
transferred into an account 
in which funds can be dis¬ 
persed," he said. “The town 
needs to reconcile these 
accounts and allow the 
funds to be transferred into 


an account that is permis¬ 
sible for use." 

Dugan echoed Kierce’s 
recommendation: “The 
simplest mechanism is to 
release it and administer 
it in the way that it was 
donated,” she said. “But 
if we don’t do that, then 
we have to come up with 
another way.”

4 PERCENT TAX HIKE ON MILLIONAIRES ON THE BALLOT IN NO¬ 
VEMBER 2018 (H S»3S) 

The House and Senate held a constitutional convention and approved 
134-55, (House approved 105-48, Senate approved 29-7), a proposed consti¬ 
tutional amendment that would allow a graduated income tax in Massachu¬ 
setts and impose additional 4 percent income tax, in addition to the cur¬ 
rent flat 5.1 percept on*, on taxpayers’ earnings of more than $1 million. The 
proposal was also approved by the 2015-2016 Legislature and will now go on 
the November 2018 ballot for voters to decide. 

The amendment was proposed by the group Raise Up Massachusetts, 
which gathered the necessary signatures to bring the measure before the 
Legislature. Language in the amendment requires that, “subject to appro¬ 
priation,” the revenue from the new tax will be used to fund quality public ed¬ 
ucation, affordable public colleges and universities, and for the repair and 

maintenance of roads, bridge* and public transportation. 

Supporters said the amendment is a reasonable one that will affect only 
20,000 very wealthy individuals and will raise $2 billion in additional rev¬ 
enue. They said the requirermnt to use the revenue for education and trans¬ 
portation will benefit millions of Bay State taxpayers. They argued the hike 
would help lower income families which are now paying a higher share of 
their indbme in taxes. 

Opponents said that if the amendment becomes law, the state will soon re¬ 
gain its dreaded title of Taxachusetts." They argued the new tax will lead to 
the loss of9,500 private sector jobs and will result in many millionaires mov¬ 
ing out of the state and a loss of all income tax revenue from them.They ar¬ 
gued that the caveat that the $2 billion is “subject to appropriation,” means it 
will end up in the General Fund and be up for grabs for anything. They noted 
the amendment will open a Pandora’s Box that will result in class warfare 
and higher taxes on millions of taxpayers by allowing the Legislature to es¬ 
tablish different tax rates for different levels of income. 

Some opponents said that the new proposal is unconstitutional and prom¬ 
ised they will challenge it in the courts. They said that allowing special inter¬ 
ests to put earmarks in the constitution is an unconstitutional end run 

around the Legislature’s accountability for “tax and spend” decisions.

ALSO UPON BEACON HILL 

ALLOW LOWER TUITION RATES FOR ILLEGAL IMMIGRANTS (H 
685) - The Higher Education Committee heard testimony on a bill that 
would allow illegal immigrants to pay the in-state tuition rates and fees at 
Massachusetts colleges and universities if they have attended a high school 

in Massachusetts for at least three years and have graduated or received the 

equivalent of a diploma. 

The measure also requires these students to have a social security number 
or individual taxpayer identification number; provide an affidavit stating 
that he or she has filed or will in file an application to become a citizen or per¬ 
manent resident; and register for selective service. 

Supporters said many of these students were babies when they were 
brought here by their parents and had no choice about entering the crarntry 
illegally. They noted some hardworking students are currently required to 
pay out-of-state tuition rates that are significantly higher than the in-state 
rate. 

Although no one testified against the measure, opponents say the state 
should not offer financial rewards to anyone who has broken the law and is 
in this country illegally. They argue it is outrageous to offer low tuition rates 
to these students while legal citizens who live outside Massachusetts, includ¬ 
ing war veterans, are required to pay higher rates if they attend a Massachu¬ 
setts state university. 

PAID FAMILY AND MEDICAL LEAVE (S1048 and H «17S) - The Labor 

and Workforce Development Committee held a hearing on two bills that 
would allow workers in Massachusetts to take paid leave to recover from a 
serious illness or injury, to care for a seriously ill or injured family member or 
to care of a new or adopted child. 

Employees taking paid leave would receive partial wage replacement 
equal to a percentage of their average weekly wages, with a maximum wide¬ 
ly benefit of $650 in one of the proposals and $1,000 in the other one. Tne 
employees would be eligible for up to 16 weeks to care for a family member 
or new child, and up to 26 weeks to recover from his or her own serious Al¬ 
ness or injury. Benefits would be funded through employer and employee 
premium contributions to a new Family and Employment Security Thist 

Supporters said the legislation balances the needs of work and family. 
They noted that thousands of hardworking people in Massachusetts are 
forced to choose between going to work sick or losing a day’s pay — or worse, 
their jobs. They noted some are even forced to send a sick child to school to 
save their income or job. They noted that businesses providing sick time find 
that it reduces employee turnover, increases productivity and helps their 
bottom line. 

Opponents, led by some business advocacy groups, said the program 
would be very expensive for employers and would harm small businesses^ 
They said this cookie cutter approach is a flawed state mandate and argued 
that small businesses and their employees depend on flexibility to increase 
salaries and other benefits.

Presidential Scholars 

Since 1988, students 
within the top 1 percent 
of Cornell’s graduating 
class have been recog¬ 
nized by college deans 
for their leadership skills, 
intellectual drive and 
the potential to have a 
positive impact on society. 
Selected students were 
then asked to honor both a 
high school teacher and a 
college professor they felt 
most influenced their suc¬ 
cess as a student. 

In return, Cornell 
provides a one-time

Scholarship. 

This year’s Merrill 
Presidential Scholars 
convocation held on 
Wednesday, May 24, 
featured Barszewski’s 
tribute to Humphrey’s 
relentless efforts to make a 


difference in her students’ 
lives and the number of 
sacrifices she makes in her 
personal life to do so. 

“She has three kids. She 
has a family. She has a life, 
and she sacrifices a lot of 
it to meet students half¬ 
way," said Barszewski. “1 
don’t know many teachers 
who are willing to have a 
review session after people 
have sports games and 
things like that." 

Humphrey said she is 
more than humbled to 
receive this kind of honor, 
especially considering it as 
a product of Barszewski’s 
determination to succeed. 

“I felt honored,” she 
said. “It made me feel very 
proud. I feel like 1 do a 
good job everyday and it 
makes me happy that I 


can help." 

Cohasset schools 

Beyond Humphrey’s 
classroom, Barszewski 
credits a portion of her 
success to the positive 
reinforcement provided 
by educators throughout 
the Cohasset public school 
system. 

“I’ve always had great 
experiences with my 
teachers in Cohasset," 
she said. “I’ve always felt 
really close to them. 1 can 
remember each and every 
one of my teachers and 
I’ve always had really posi¬ 
tive experiences." 

One of the things 
Barszewski noted as par¬ 
ticularly helpful was her 
ability to develop cordial 
relationships with many of 


the educators throughout 
the district. Much like her 
relationship with Hum¬ 
phrey, Barszewski felt her 
ability to develop relation¬ 
ships with other educators 
allowed her to further 
succeed at an institution 
as rigorous as Cornell. 

“1 think that is how a lot 
of students get into a lot 
of trouble in college,” she 
said. “They’re not used to 
having a relationship with 
their teachers where they 
can either ask for help or 
even have a friendly talk 
now and then, which 1 
think is something that 
really helped me." 

Humphrey also empha¬ 
sized the importance of 
pursuing the best course 
of action based on one’s 
particular set of cir¬ 
cumstances as opposed 
to attempting to fit the 
traditional mold, like 
Barszewski did. 

“It doesn't matter what 
school you go to," she said, 


“but if you’re not getting 
what you want, don’t be 
afraid to change it and 
you kind of have to think 
about life in that perspec¬ 
tive. You have to always 
be willing to change. If 
something isn’t working 
for you, go find something 
else. Find a place where 
you’re happy, successful 
and challenged." 

Barszewski agrees: “You 
get out of it what you put 
into it. So if you love it, 
it doesn’t matter what 
anyone else thinks." 

Both Humphrey and 
Barszewski look forward 
to more local students 
attending Cornell after 
catching the attention of 
the college administrators. 

“I’m just so proud," said 
Humphrey. “I’m proud of 
myself and I’m proud of 
Charlotte for giving kids 
this opportunity and hope 
more people continue to 
apply.”

She’s just that kind of stu¬ 
dent, she worked for it." 

Barszewski attended 
Syracuse University in 
the fall of 2013. Not only 
was the school her father’s 
Alma Mater, but she felt 
Syracuse gave her more 
options should she change 
her mind down the road. 

So the moment Hum¬ 
phrey suggested applying 
to her own Alma Mater, 
Cornell University. Barsze¬ 
wski jumped on the 
opportunity 
After learning of her 
acceptance into Cornell’s 
School of Industrial and 
Labor Relations, Barsze¬ 
wski dropped everything 
at Syracuse — including an 
apartment and a semester 
studying abroad — and 
relocated to Ithaca for her 
junior year just 55 miles 
south: “I just picked up 
and left and went to Cor- 
neU. And I’m really lucky 
wiwi how my transition 
went." 

Barszewski quickly 
embraced a role within 
the student government 
at 1LR, where she was 
given the opportunity to 
meet and connect with 
members of the faculty 
and administration, 
including the Dean of 
Students at ILR Kevin 
Hallock. She credits her 
relationship with Hum¬ 
phrey for helping her build 
these meaningful bonds 
which ultimately led to 
her recognition upon her 
graduation this spring.
